Bye-laws 

"1. The Municipal Committee shall establish one or more 
Registration Offices for the registration of births and 
deaths within the limits of the Municipality and may by 
public notice prescribe the office or offices at which re- 
ports of births and deaths occurring in specified Areas of 
TOe Municipality shall be made in accordance with these 
bye-lftws. The Offlcer-in-Charge of such Registration 
office shall be termed as Registrar of Births and Deaths 
’.herein after referred to as the ‘Registrar’, 


2(a) When a birth occurs, the head of the family shall 
report the occurrence or cause the same to be made within 
7 days to the Registrar.
